Larger Pension 
to Veterans 


WASHINGTON Ml — The House 


Veterans Affairs Committe todav 
approved a multi-billion-dollar bill 
for increased payments 
to 
vet- 


erans. 


Kicking over the traces on ad- 


ministration — opposed measures, 
the House group voted to approve 
a modified form of the American 
Legion's big pension bill plus other 
major provisions for disabled vet- 
erans, Spanish War veterans and 
veterans' widows. 


Committe spokesmen, in 
pre- 


liminary estimates, figure the bill 
would cost $1,400,000,000 the first 
year and rapidly rise in costs over 
the next 10 years. 


Chairman Olin E. Teague (D- 


Tex) said the 
committee 
threw 


the various bills together because 
the various veterans organizations 
have failed to give leadership as 
to what measure should be given 
priority.

Eisenhower was re- 


ported personally opposed to the 
Legion 
measure, 
which 
in 
its 


original form was estimated 
by 


the administration to cost a total 
of more than 77 billion dollars by 
the year 2,000.

More than 40 other employes of 


the Niagara Mohawk Power Corp. 
scrambled 
along the precipitous 


bank to safety as two of the sta- 
tion's three sections roared into 
the wild rapids behind them. 


Some SOO'OOO kilowatts of power 


capacity was wiped out. 


Company officials 
said damage 


would run well into the 
millions. 


The original cost of the two com- 
pletely wrecked sections was be- 
lieved to have been about 35 mil- 
lion dollars more than 30 years 
ago.
